The matter of th* exportation of foreign pau 
pet* and c.*iminaht from foreign countries into 
ours, and has, aaya the BuH'alo Adteritser, at laat 
awakened the attention of the natiunol le/iali- ' 
ure. The enormity of tho evil may now be worth * 
he consideration of that body of th; peip'.c'a ser- 
vants. We are burdem- J with pauper'i!>ra enough 
which belongs to ua, znd do not care to support 
in addition tbe lame, maimed and blind, the poor ' 
and wretchoil of foreign lands. Foreign ruun- 
trie* make it a deliberate bu-:iiicaa to scud 
nut only their paupers but their felons lo our ' 
shorra. 'I'hey simply declare this country to be 
a Botany Bay, and the felon is expatriated for 
our benefit, and sent liithcr by the public a'othor- 
itiea to pract ice among our people the crime* for 
which he had been con.irtod at home If there 
it anylhing cooler tluoii this in the hiatorv of na- 
tions, anyrthing more audaciously iaipudfiat, wc 
have failed tom'et with it in the court? of our 
reading. If it cannot bo prevented in any other 
vay, we think will be advisable to keep aXquadron 
I on .be coast, suilicientJy large and strung to drive 
off all these ships bound lo this oouiitr.*, lodcn 
with tbe convicts and >>aupcra of Europe. Of 
course, in language of this Lind we do not refei 
to the honest, hard working and industrious in:- 
migrant, who comoa here to build up hit fort une* 
in thi* land, hui to the content* of the nlnia- 
hNiaoa. and work-houses, tlxr jai/san l penitenli- 
arie*, which are now deliberately, and with an in- 
tention to make a pmal aettlc.’nent of ojr coun- 
try, emptied 'jpoii it without sUni or question 
We are glad to see that the subject i* bf'fore the 
Senate of tha United Slate , and hope that some 
effective la-a may be passed by Congreas to stop 
the evil. If it is not a matter fir legislation at 
Washington, then let the States into whose ports 
these felon and pauper ship* are entering, take 
prompt and deleruiined meuaures to bring the 
luaUer to a full termination. The insult demand* 
come apology, and the people of the country will 
also demand of the government that Ihcy be pro- 
tected from the taxation which all this hnm’grn- 
tion of the most miserable, tlie nio: t abandoned 
and the moat worthless of tbe Europeau pipula- 
lion will bring upon them. 

Tka Kew TarY Senator. 

To-day, Febniary 6 , has been fixed upon for 
the ejection of a Senator by tbe New York Legis- 
lature, the term of Mr. .Seward expiring with 
the close of the present Congrete. 

By a Whij caucua Mr. Seward hai been nomi- 
nated for re-election, and hi* claim* w iil be urged 
with extraordinary pertinacity. Arrayed agninst 
him is a party of power, and with a s jfUcient 
number of votes to triumph if it rouM unite on 
any one individual. That union, however, is 
improbable, since the interest* of thia mixed anti- 
Seward parly are very diverse, and there i* no 
man among them aunTiciontly strong in bis own 
right to command tL.ir united support. Wc 
•oppose, therefore, that Mr. Seward will be re- 
elected. N’or do we regret it. The intensity of 
his anti-slavery feeling ia olijectionable, but .>ther- 
wtae be is ihs best Senator from the North. Hio 
lalenta are of the first rani. — his industry ahnost 
unparaTeled — his liberality cuaunopoiit&n — while 
in. social intcrcouise he is reputed to be an amia- 
ble gentleman, quite popular among Southern 
memlxers. We will not regret, therefore, if wc 
are called upon to announce the ro-cicetion ci 
Mr. Seward. The Senate nee^ls the presence of 
■nlucated and scholarly gentlemen — it require* 
lignily and classic eloquence to retrieve its fall- 
ing fortune. Error* of feeling growing out of 
education and association ran therefore be ex- 
cused when, as in the case of .Mr. Sewa.J, the 
noble qualities of intellect have so great a su- 
premacy. 

Tbe Klate ef Oiexaa. 

The bill which passed ttie House of Represer- 
tativea on Monday. Jan. C 9 th. provides that tbe 
people of the Territory of Oregon bo authorized 
to form a Constitution and State Government, 
and be adaiitteil into flie Union on an equal foot- 
ing with the original States iu all respects what- 
ever, by tbe name of the State of Oregon. T!;e 
usual court* are (o be est.iblishcd, and until an- 
other census and apportionment the new Stule is 
lo bo entitled to rue Rcpreecntative in tie Cor.- 
/reaa of the United State*. Section* 16 and 36 
in sveiy township of the public lands in said 
State are lo be granted for the use of s.'huols ; 
two eniire s'N:tioiiB are to lie given for the use and 
wipport of a univerfciiy : and u*n rntira sections 
are to be appropriated for ompletiug the public 
buildings ol said Slat*, or for the erecti.jn of 
others. Five per cent, of the net proceeds of 
the sales of tbe public lands lying within the 
S'Ate are to be paid to the State .or tho purpoee 
if making public roads and canals in ihe same, 
u tlie Legislature thereof shall direct, upon the 
'ondition that there be no interference with the 
primary disposal of <be soil within the saioe. and 
that no tzx ia to be laid upon the lands of the 
J'nited Stat'A and no higher tax upon non.risi- 
•lent proprietors than upon residents. 

Aatl-aiaverr UcsalBliank !■ the Indiana Lexls- 
latare. 

On Thursday, February 1 st, there wa* a very 
spirited debate in the Indiana House uf Repre- 
sentalivea, on a series of resolution* instnic ting 
the roeunlier* of Congreiw from that .*<tate to vote 
for tbe ainendmrnl of the Kansas and Nehraaka 
hill, so aa lo forever prohibit slavery in those aec- 
.'ioos; also, to advocate the application u.** ibe 
prir.cip 6 * of the ordlr.anre of 1787 lo all the ter- 
rilorie* the United States no-.v possess and all that 
.uay hen a ter be acquired. 

A Mr. Stanton moved an amendment, instnict- 
ng the Indiana Sanat ora to vote against the a imis- 
aion of any more slave States in tbe Union; but 
meeting with no favor, he withdrew it BeinT 
afierwarda -enewed, it was laid up.m the table bv 
a vote of 62 lo S 6 ! 

Several brief apeeche* were made and the rr*- 
olutiuna put to the lest, when they were loot, not 
liaving received a eonrtirulional majority. This 
ia a very singular result in a body chosen direetiv 
upon tbe issue nreaented in the rraolutions. Haa 
tbe fusion party in Indiana leafBsJ that modera- 
tion ia prudenc , and that the least said against 
■■lavery and the So th the better for ibe success 
of the Northern sentiment and the |>erpetuity ol 
the Union?
